SUMMARY

The District Attorney's Offrce applied for a grant through the State of Nevada - Victims
of Crime Act (VOCA). This grant is called "Victims' of Crime Act sub-granf'and will
provide $50,000 for fiscal yeu20l6-2017 wththe option to renew in subsequent years

depending on available funding. The purpose of the grant is to provide counseling
services at the Washoe County Child Advocacy Center (WCCAC) and related supplies.

This grant is retroactive. Notice of sub-grant award was delayed coming from the grantor

and this meeting date was the first available.

County Strategic Objective supported by this item: Safe, secure and healthy communities

On September 8, 2015 the commission accepted a Victim of Crime Act (VOCA) grant to
the Dishict Attorney's Office in the amount of $20,000 ($5,000 required match), from the

State Division of Child and Family Services (DCFS) to provide travel and training funds

for those who serve victims, including but not limited to Victim Advocates, Investigators,

Prosecutors, and the medical staff at the Washoe County Child Advocacy Center.

The Board has accepted VOCA grants on behalf of the District Attorney's Offtce since

2003.
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BACKGROT]ND

The WCCAC opened its doors in June of 2014. The mission of the center is be to ensure

the health and safety of the child through a neutral, child-centered environment designed
to minimize traumato the child, provide'advocacy forthe child and non-offending
caregivers and support effective investigations. Within the center is housed the Sexual
Assault Response Team (SART) and the Child Abuse Response and Evaluations
(CARES) programs. Begun in October,lggg,these programs offer forensic examinations
to adult and child victims of sexual assault. Alongside prosecutors, victim advocates, and
investigators, the doctors and nurses provide specialized victims services. We added
grant-funded counseling services in 2015. The program has been successful.
